The united co-operative socie- 
ties are on a largo scale, and not only 
attend to the business ot providing their 
members with all they wish to buy, but 
also handle all they desire to sell. The 
societies' purchases and sales go to and 
fro ia their own chartered cars, foreign 
agents keep the home managers posted 
as to tho condition of the markets, their 


buyers aro busy in many foreign conn- 
tries, their own ships transport their own 
goods, and altogether the prosperity of 
the scheme is such us to attract general 
attention and call forth admivmgcoin[)li- 
inonta from many sources wbore coope- 
ration finds otherwise no favor. 


Mr, Lathrop does uot utato in plain 


language the causes thut have earned 
tho co-operelivo sjstemiu England to 
such remarkable success, but the plum 
reason ig in the management. The pro- 
jectors of co-operutivo enterprises havo, 
almost universally, procc-edod on tho 
assumption that all necessary wus tho 
investment of a certain sum of money 
and the business would carry on itsolC. 
The honest farmers who some years ago 
fitted out tho hundreds of (granges stores 
in this country saw how Smith and 
Jones and Brown prospered in doing a 
general country commercial trade, how 
their stock increased and their bank 
acoonnta lengthened, and remembering 
that theso men began poor, having but a 
Jew thousands of dollars' worth of good?, 
did not understand why 
any atoro 


should not be able to succeed as in tho 
cases cited. They forgot that Smith & 
Oo, were men with more than ordinary 
oaptcily for buaine5E management, who 
would have succeeded in a measure 
without capit°l; thoy forgot also, th8{ 
capital has no tendency to re-produce 
itself; that tlio bra>ns and nut the money 
do the work, and that before any busi- 
uees can be made successful, it must be 
under one ^management and tho man- 
ager must have a lively personal interest 
in its success. 
'' There IB a vast difference between tho 
linglinh and tho American plun of doing 
mercantile business. Tho English mer- 
chant is 
usually more censor rative, 


economical, and cautious than the Amer- 
ican mercbtnt, and hence we find foiref 
failures in Englend than io this country. 
Then, in England there aro fewer man- 
agers in an association than there have 
been iu like associations in this country. 
Here they hovo been too much managed. 
There have been too many fingers in tho 
pie, and failure was tho result. There 
may not be tho same need for co-oper- 
ative societies here as thero is in England' 
but m many cases they would prove 
beneficial in this country, but they will 
never prosper until they ore managed on 
the same pint, and under the same con- 
ditions as are the business interests of a 
cool-headed, judicious and experienced 
business man.
